WORKSHOP IN CAIRO MAY INCLUDE PARTICIPANTS FROM 
ALL UNIVERSITIES AND INDEPENDENT SCIENTIFIC AND 
RESEARCH INSTITUTIONS LOCATED IN OR NEAR BY 
CAIRO. WORKSHOP IN ALEXANDRIA MAY INCLUDE 
PARTICIPANTS FROM ALEXANDRIA, MANSURA, TANTA, 
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INSTITUTIONS IN THOSE AREAS. 

MINISTRY OF SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH OR ACADEMY OF 
SCIENTIFIC RESEARCH PERHAPS COULD ACT AS CO- 
SPONSOR FOR THESE WORKSHOPS. IT WOULD BE 
DESIRABLE THAT INITIAL ARRANGEMENT FOR WORKSHOPS 
TO BE MADE BY EGYPTIAN CO-SPONSOR AGENCY, (MINI- 
STRY OR ACADEMY) SUCH AS DETERMINING DATES AND 
PLACES OF WORKSHOPS AND SENDING INVITATIONS TO 
FACULTY DEANS AND INSTITUTION HEADS.

WHICH IS AVAILABLE AT USIS, CAIRO. ENTITLED 
"PARTNERS," FOLLOWED BY QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS. 
LUNCHEON. 

AFTERNOON SESSION: STEP BY STEP EXPLANATION 
OF PROPOSAL PREPARATION, INCLUDING BUDGETS, 
DETERMINATION OF SALARIES AND WAGES (BY SELCUK). 
ADMINISTRATION OF GRANTS, INCLUDING INTERPRETA- 
TION OF GRANT INSTRUMENT, GOVERNING LAWS AND 
REGULATIONS, PREPARATION OF TECHNICAL , FINANCIAL 
AND PROGRESS REPORTS (BY DARLING). SECOND DAY 
CAN BE DEVOTED MAINLY TO QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS .
